Norberg Comments 

Dr Kenneth Norberg, pro- 
fessor of education and co- 
ordinator of audio-visual serv- 
sounded a note of caution. 
“I don't want people to get a 
misconception of what may be 
done with the system,” he said. 

He emphasized that it will be 
used to improve instruction in 
any way that proves desirable 
to the faculty of the college. 
In some cases this may be 
using TV to teach certain parts 
of courses that have large num 
bers of students. or instructing

be visible to most students in a 
regular classroom 

Walters pointed out that 
when the number of students 
outweighs the number of good 
faculty members, TV may be 
advantageously used to keep up 
the standard of instruction 

Three Uses Listed 

He mentioned three initial 
uses to be made of the system 
at SSC: (1) teaching portions 
of multiple-section classes 
where the quality of instruction 
can be maintained or improved; 
(2) providing facilities to ac- 
quaint future teachers with 
utilization of TV equipment 
they may be able to use in their 
profession; (3) provide produc- 
tion training for students in 
speech and in other fields. 

It is also planned to use TV 
in the college testing program, 
starting May 13 for entrance 
examinations and other large 
group testing. Besides provid- 
ing students with better physi- 
cal conditions by using regular 
classrooms, TV examinations 
will also enable testing officers 
to handle timing better
